Taxes today take 28 cents of 
every earned dollar. Of thi" the 
federal government takes i i cents 
and state and local governments 
take seven cents. Congress now is 
devising ways anti means of lak­ 
ing still more of the dollar in 
taxes. States are taking twice as 
much in taxes as they did IO veal s 
ago. 
The average taxpayer isn t 
aware of all this tax take. Some 
money is taken out of tin pay 
check. He realises that lie jiays 
property 
taxes.

what he buys. 
But the plants that produce 
consumer goods arc taxed to the 
hilt.
